tis not to Lo doubted, that iu the cri-
minal auoala of England, outrages upon
‘women have of late yenrs held a distress-
ingly promivent position. It is no exny-
geration to say, that scarcely a day pussos
that does not add one or mora to the pub-
lished cases of this dur‘wripliun of offence;
aud the published—that 18, the judicially
investigated cases—bear but a small pro-
portion to the unpublished. The outrage
may be murdor itself, or it may fall short
of murder. Some wretched woman roos
bleeding and staggering into court, to tell
how her husband or her paramour has
struck her down and trampled u!-‘nn her—
thrown her out of a window, or kicked her
down stairs—or stabbed her with a kuife
—or perpetrated some act of violence on
her person too gross and Lorible o do-
seribe.  Ithas become, wa say, an overy-day
story. The details may vary, for there are
many forms of cruclty on the one side and
suflering on the other; but they are all
written by the same strong hand in the
Ulood and tears of feeble woman.

It eannot be denied that in all classes of
society there aro bad husbands. But in the
upper classes men rarely lift their Lhands
against their wives. To ofler personal vio-
lence to a woman is an offence against so-
ciely for which nothing can atone. Men
of education and refinement do vot strike
women; neither do they strike one another,
"Fhis is not theit modo of expressing resent-
ment. They may utter words more culling
than sharp knives; they may do things
more stunning in their effeets on the vie
tim than the blows of pokers or hammers;
they may kill their wives by process of slow
torture—unkinduness, infidelity, whatevor
thape it may assume—and society will for-
give them. The law, too, Las nothing to
say Lo them. They are not guilty of what
is recognised ns an assault, becauso they
only assail the affections—only lacerate the
heart. They speak with horror of the
“brutal wretches” who iuflict on women
Llows, less painful at tho timo, and less
abiding in their effects. But is their treat
ment of women any better than that of
theso ruflians! llave they any higher sense
of what is due lo womanhood! They
would not besmear a fuir face with blood;
Lut they would sct a tender hoart a-bleed-
irg until it can bleed no more. They
would not mar the beauty of God’s Lhandi-
work, but they would il the purity of a
virgin soul. If we would sce the worst
type of mau's cruelty to women, we must
uot go into the police courts where women
with dishevelled hair and disfigured faces
give painful evidence against their hus.
bauds, but into the best streets, after night-
full, where the unspeaking and unspenkablo
evidenco meets us at every turn,

sured, is not the womst, To seduce, betray,
